the negotiations for a reciprocity treaty, 
is working overtime.

abounds In contradictory reports, and 
President McKinley, because of his com- 
ments or questions, is claimed positively 
as for an immediate attempt to stop 
the Cuban, troubles by intervention or 
recognition of independence on the heeis 
of the Maine report, and also and with 
equal posltiveness for extending the 
time for experimenting with autonomy 
indefinitely. 


Two of the cabinet, Secretary Alger 


and Secretary Wilson, are for the ag- 
gressive and warlike policy, and the 
rest are for a. more diplomatic and peace- 
ful course, some of them being in favor 
of tha extended trial of of the autonomy 
idea, and opposed to intervention in 
Cuba, excep-1 to send contributed sup- 
plies to the suffering, 
in merchant 


ships, as the state department is now 
doing. 


Both sides expressed their views freely 


at Friday's cabinet meeting, with the 
Spanish minister's assurance that au- 
tonomy only needs a fair trial, without 
liope of outside Interference, to suc- 
ceed, and Senator Proctor's frank state- 
ment in the senate that it cannot suc- 
ceed, and that independence is the only 
remedy for the Cuban troubles, as their 
chief weapons. 


One cabinet officer has formulated a 


proposition for an agreement between 
the United States and Spain, that the 
latter shall have a period of three years 
in which to establish an autonomy more 
perfectly developed than, that already 
/offered to Cubans, after Sppln shall 
have withdrawn her army from tha 
island, and the United States hsr \ essels 
from Cuban waters, and this has the ap- 
proval of vn£ upcLiiiaxi minister. 


The desir* of the governments of the 


United States and Spain to settle the 
whole matter without war has been the 
basis of the president's expectation 
throughout of a peaceful settlement, and 
although it is authoritatively stated that 
there is no truth in the reports of an 
agreement "between the two govern- 
ments, under which there shall be no 
(further war preparations on the part of 
either, pending the negotiations for 
settlement, it is true that the war prep- 
arations have alreWy served their main 
purpose in making war unlikely, and 
stimulating a peaceful settlement. 


The Hampton Bonds Squadron. 


Washington, March 19.—The decision 


to have a large squadron to rendezvous 
at Hampton roads was discussed at the 
cabinet meeting at length Friday and re- 
ceived unanimous approval. Some sur- 
prise was expressed at the delay on the 
part of the navy department in taking 
such a step to insure the protection of 
the more valuable coast ports along the 
north Atlantic, the gathering of a use- 
lessly surplus fleet at Key West being re- 
garded in the nature of putting all of our 
eggs in one basket. 


The San Francisco reported her ar- 


rivtJWrom Lisbon at Gravesend yester- 
day. The commander will divide his 
crew with the Amazonas and sail at the 
earliest possible moment for the United 
States, convoying the new ship. Be- 
yond the Amazonas, her sister ship, the 
Abreuall, and the Mayflower, no pur- 
chases of ships have been made by the 
navy department. A number of fleet 
steam yachts owned in the United States 
are being offered to the department, and 
it Is probable that some of these will be 
purchased. Secretary Long takes the 
view that, failing to secure the torpedo 
tooat destroyers he wants, the best plan 
is for htm to equip speedy boats with 
torpedo tubes and light batteries, and 
improvise torpedo boats. The navy de- 
partment Is convinced that the Spanish 
government has not acquired possession 
of the Varese, the Italian armored 
cruiser. It would npt, however,, be a 


matter of deep concern ff the report were 
true. The department Itself had the 
vessel in mind as a possible acquisition, 
but abandoned the idea upon learning 
that she could not be made ready for 
service In leas than three or 
four

K"y West, March 19. — By the courtesy 


o. xear Admiral Sicard the correspon- 
dent of the Associated Press was en- 
abled to escape the rigor of the recent 
rule forbidding correspondents to go on 
board warships, and was the first civil- 
ian to interview the members of the 
court of inquiry since they secreted 
themselves Wednesday on the Iowa. 


"The court ia still hard at work," Cap- 


tain Sar.ipson said. "I have Just left my 
confreres. It is utterly impossible to say 
when our report will be ready. If I sur- 
mised the date and you reported it, I am 
afraid something might occur that would 
defeat the expectation, and only serve 
to disappoint the anxious public. When 
the report is ready it will not be for us to 
make the announcement. Washington, 
I presume, will do that." 


If a preliminary report had already 


been sent to Washington, Captain Samp- 
son apparently knew nothing of it. To- 
day the Court devoted considerable time 
to the prepr^-ation of diagrams showing 
parts' of the Maine as found after the ex- 
plosion.

We still trust that there is a 
way of peace with honor out of thia 
crisis, but, If the report should show 
thta the Spanish government is respon- 
sible, either directly or indirectly, for 
the terrible disaster to the Maine, we do 
not believe the American people will ba 
satisfied with any dollars and cents ad- 
justment of it."

Spain's Active and Beserre Force. 


Washington, March 19.—Seventy thou- 


sand Spanish soldiers have been killed, 
wounded and otherwise incapacitated 
for duty during the present"war in Cuba. 
These figures have been received here 
from reliable sources, and are said to be 
as nearly authentic as it is possible to 
make them without recourse to the 
records kept by the Spanish government. 
From the same source it is learned that 
the forces of Spain in Cuba comprise 
135,000 regulars, of whom 80,000 are ef- 
fective for military purposes and about 
30,000 men in the volunteer army. There 
are 55,000 men who from various causes 
ore not effective for military duty. 


The strength of the Spanish army at 


home and including her nearby posses- 
sions is 100,900 men, which in times of 
demand for additional soldiers may- be 
increased as follows: First reserve, 
50,000; second reserve, 160,000 men, all of 
whom are instructed in military tactics, 
and a second reserve which is not in- 
structed of 300,000 men, making in all a 
grand total of 610,000 men. Since these 
figures were rocetved here recent drafts 
of 15,000 men to strengthen the army in 
Cub4 leave only 85,000 njen ot Spain's 
regular army now in the peninsula, the 
Balearic islands, the jgpanish posses- 
sions in North Africa'and the Canary 
islands.

the Maine disaster, and so far as I could 
ascertain from my conversation with 
Americans and with those not entirely 
under the influence of the Spaniards, 
the opinion was universal that the Maine 
had been destroyed by an external 
agency. Almost every person with whom 
I discussed the subject in Cuba expects 
that the findings of the American court 
of inquiry will substantiate this view. 
There is a divergence of opinion on the 
island as to the probabilities of war be- 
tween Spain and the United States, and 
I am sure that I am within the bounds 
of the truth when I say that almost the 
entire native population would welcome 
any turn of events, however tragic, that 
viould wrest Cuba from Spanish do- 
minion. This is true not only of those 
who are avowedly favorable to a war 
for independence, but of many of thosa 
who are ranked as Spanish sympathiz- 
ers, but who are at heart advocates of 
Cuban independence." 


What Blanco Hopes to Do. 


Madrid, March 19.—It is asserted that 


the central and western provinces being

RUMORS OF WAR ARE KEEPING THEM 


BUSY AT THE ARMY BUILDING. 


It Is the Headquarters of the Business 


End of Military Administration In the 
Bast—Officials Who Will Have to Shonl- 


| 
der Big Responsibilities if War Corned. 


, 
NEW YORK. March 19. —[Special.] — 


there are few busier places in all New 
York these days, when rumors of wnr go 
flying up and down the land and from 
mouth to mouth, than tho way down town 


i structure known as the Army building. 


This building, known to fow compara- 


tively, even among New York's best post- 
ed citizens, stands on Whitehall street and 
is not more than a stone's throw from the 
ferries to Staten Island, £>outh Brooklyn 
and the military post on Governors is- 
land. Its outside appearance is quite un- 
liko that of any other building in the vi- 
cinity, in that its walls are more massive 
and that the windows of tho lower stories 
appear to he little more than slits. Inside 
it appoars to be exactly what it is, a gen- 
eral office building, albeit finished and 
furnished with greater plainness and sim- 
plicity than most office buildings. 


It is, in fact, headquarters for the bust- 


ness transactions of tho army in tho de- 
partment of tho east, and while most of 
the men are officers tho military uniform 
is generally conspicuous there by its ab- 
sence. 


Bu»incs» End of the Army. 


Tho chiof divisions of tho business end 


of tho army are the subsistence depart- 
ment, the medical department, the quar- 
termaster's department, tho board of ord- 
nanoe and fortifications, tho board of in- 
spection and the pay deportment. Nearly 
the whole of this building, which is of 
eight stories and occupies on entire block 
of space, is given over to tho headquarters 
of these administrative branches, so little 
thought of by the public iu general, but so 
indispensable in times of army activity. 


The storerooms of the subsistence, the 


medical and the quartermaster's depart- 
ments monopolize the three lower floors. 
The fourth floor is tnkon up by tho offices 
of the medical supply department, In 
charge of Lieutenant Colonel J. Morris 
Brown; the board of ordnance and fortifi- 
cations, in charge of Captain C. A. Devol, 
and the Nicaragua canal ooinmlesion. The 
fifth f or is occupied by the inspector gen- 
oral or tho north Atlantic district, Colonel 
B. P. Hughes, and the pay department, in 
charge of Oolonel Q. IS. Glenn, assistant 
paymaster general; tho offices of tho med- 
ical department, in charge of Captain W. 
0. Gorgas, assistant surgeon general; tbo 
rooms of a board for tbo regulation of ar- 
tillery llrlng and on apartment sot opart 
tor tba tcprotory of war when he is iu New 


York. Tho ilith floor is divided between 
the general depot of tba quarttrm*it«r 
general's department, In oamrge of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel A. 8. KlaibaU, and the 
subsistence department, in ohaifo of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel J. 7. Western. The wv- 
outh floor furntobM headquarter* (or vari- 
ous boards of harbor Improvements, of 
which Colonel Henry M. Roberta of the 
board of engineers is president, and vari- 
ous boards for the defense of all the coast 
and harbors in this immediate vicinity, 
presided over by Major H. M. Adams of 
the engineering corps. Besides there are 
some other boards of lees immediate im- 
portance. 


The foregoing paragraph may look much 


liko a page from a gazetteer, but tba 
names given are those of officers whose 
work may be of groat Importance in the 
near future. 


Abnormal Activity. 


Business transactions connected with 


tbo army are usually carried on with the 
utmost deliberation and with the use of 
great quantities of red tape. None of the 
red tape regulations is probably relaxed 
at the present time, but celerity of trans- 
action Is certainly a feature just now from 
basement to roof of the building. 


Men are working hard from morning to 


night in the storerooms, messengers are 
rushing to and fro, typewriters are click- 
in?, telegrams are being sent and received 
in spito of «he army regulations directing 
tho utmost economy in the use of the wire, 
and tha heads of departments are signing 
documents and reports by the hundreds 
and hurrying them away with feverish 
haste. 


Naturally Colonel Kimball of the quar- 


termaster's department is specially rush- 
ed. The sound of his pen scratching off 
autographs at tho bottom of important 
documents was dominant in his office for 
a whole hour yesterday afternoon while I 
•was there. A patient coffee colored em- 
ployee of Uncle Sam stood at one aide of 
the officer, with one hand shoving the pa- 
pers to be signed in regular succession un- 
der the pen, while with the other ho re- 
moved and laid them in a neat pile on the 
desk. As a rapid autograph maker Col- 
onol Kimball is second to none in this 
country—not even Dr. Cbaunoey M. De- 
pew. 


, 
Some Reporters. 


Of course at such a juncture as the pres- 


ent tlie Army building is a center of at- 
traction for newspaper men, and quite 
properly too. ,But it does seem that some 
of the reporters who flock there for news 
fail somewhat in their understanding of 
the proprieties. 


A youngster who carried credentials 


from one of the most widely circulated 
dailies in the land devoted some 10 or IS 
minutes yesterday in trying tu extract in- 
formation from the chief clerk in the quar- 
termaster's department concerning the co=l 
of loading a 10 inch shell. It was useless 
for the clerk to protest that he hadn't the 
slightest knowledge concerning the matter 
and that the information must be sought 
for elsewhere. Over and over the young 
newsgatherer repeated his question, each 
time giving it a new form, until finally 
tho tired clerk, who bad an enormous pile 
of work which he had been neglecting be- 
fore him, set out to demonstrate that no 
amount o£ ingenuity could extract knowl- 
edge from him which he did not possess. 
Silenced, but not satisfied, the reporter at 
last took his leave, grumbling as he went 
about the difficulty of getting informa- 
tion, but the clerk returned patiently to 
his duties without a word of comment. 


Bureau of Information. 


Should it later be thought necessary to 


shut out newspaper men from the run of 
the .offices in the Army building and refer 
every seeker for ..Information to a regularly 
organized bureau, the step will be amply 
justified by just such thoughtless question- 
ers as this young reporter. 


His kind, by the way, and those who 


would print all sorts of forbidden news if 
they oould get it are to be met at all the 
centers of naval and military information 
here now. Actual war would ba accom- 
panied by divers and severe rules which 
they wottld not relish a little.

LECTURE ABOUT BICYCLES. 


BIKES AND BOWLEGS. 


It Is Given by a Hartford Man and Is 


Illustrated. 


An interesting lecture was given here. 


by Dr. Leonard Waldo of Hartford oa 
the "Evolution and Present Manufac- 
ture of the American Bicycle." It was 
illustrated with lantern pictures show- 
ing types from the earliest to the latest 
and by several antiquated machines. 
,The old adage that "there is nothing 
fc6w under the stm" was forcibly brought 
to mind by a representation thrown on 
the screen of an illuminated window in 
the ohnroh at Stoke Pogis of a person 
riding a bicycle. The window is sup- 
posed to date from the thirteenth cen- 
tury. 


The immediate predecessor of the bi- ! 


cycle wag the "dandy horse," or two | 
SStodem wheels, supporting a seat high ' 
enough to elevate the rider so that his 
toes just touched the ground, the vehicle 
being propelled by his toes striking the 
ground alternately, or pitapat. The first 
machine rear propulsion wheel was the 
invention of an American named Dal- 
' zell, about 60 years ago, but the first to 
come into practical use were the high 
wheels with a low trailer, which were 
introduced from France about 30 years 
ago. Since that time the patterns have 
multiplied. 
It is less than ten years 


since the "safety" made its appearance, 
and it was then regarded as an undigni- 
fied apparatus. It soon drove its 64 inch 
competitor from the field. Even the rub- 
ber tire is not new, for as far back as 
1848 
James Dunlop took out a patent 


for a pneumatic tire, which, however, 
did not corne into use, as the production 
of rubber would not warrant it. 


The greater part of the paper was do- 


voted to an illustration of the methoth 
by which bicycle makers assure them- 
selves of the strength of the framework 
and of the system of tests by which tbo j 
vibration under shock and tho actual i 
stresses could be absolutely measured. | 
An interesting test was one which 
showed tb6 power put in at the crank 
and the power developed at the surface 
of the wheel, showing the friction loss 
in the machine. 


One portion of tho paper was devoted 


to the latest development in the substi- 
tution of bevel gear for the chain. 
An 


interesting exhibition was made of tho 
method of transmitting power by bevel 
gears, showing the form of the teeth j 
with their rolling contacts. More than 
100 pictures were shown, including 
some instantaneous photographs of rid- 
ers trying to break tho record. 
These 


showed particularly the torriflo strain 
to which the nerves and mssoles of tho 
human machine were subjected, and the 
look of anxiety which is referred to as 
"«.* biovcle faceV».was very marked.— 


Narrow Tread Wheels and Their Alleged 


Effect oa the Lower Llmbi. 


The Gomanche, in tho days of his 


greatness, whatever he may be now, 
•was pre-eminently a horseback Indian 
aud has been regarded as a type of that 
olass. No living man ever saw a Oo- 
manohe on his native heath who was 
not bowlegged. 
The reason the Co- 


mauches were bowlegged was because 
they were narrow tread Indians. An In- 
fciau used to ride without a saddle, fre- 
quently without a bridle, and to make 
himself secure in his seat he gripped his 
pony with his knees and feet. Very lit- 
tle imagination is required to picture 
the shape of his legs while engaged in 
this feat ivnd to understand that mndh 
practice of this kind would result in a 
permanent curve to the legs. 


The same conditions produce like re- 


sults in bicycle riders. The saddle of the 
bicycle has a tendency to slant the legs 
outward, and if they have to be brought 
ip at the lower ends to a narrow tread 
n curve will be produced sooner or later, 
usually isooner. The prevailing style of 
bicycle costumes to which the gentle sex 
display a marked partiality affords ex- 
ceptional opportunities for a study of 
this question. When a leg takes a curve, 
it generally starts from the ankle, and 
the short dresses worn by lady bicyclists 
make plain even to the casual observer 
the existence or nonexistence of the 
curve. 


The fact that the curve does exist re- 


moves the necessity for any learned dis- 
sertation on the advantages of the nar- 
row tread. There are no advantages 
sufficient to overcome the one disadvan- 
tage of the curve. It is a common eight 
any nice day to see what would ordi- 
narily be a ravishing bicycle costume 
n?ade hideous by a view of a curtailed 
but glaringly obvious pair of paren- 
theses. In other words, there is nothing 
in sight, from a rear view, to prevent 
one from thinking that a Gomanche In- 
dian is walking up the street in front of 
one. 


There is no choice in the matter of 


eex. 
The curve is in evidence in the 


male rider as well as the female, and 
male dress is fully up to the standard 
of the females as affording a chance for 
"the study of curves. It is, of course, 
possible that the bicycle of narrow tread 
is not to blame for this. There have 
been bowlegged people always. Wheth- 
er there are more now than there should 
be is a question, but it would seem that 
narrow tread bicycles oannot but assist 
in the production of curved legs. The 
narrow tread can be overdone, and we 
are inclined to think it has been. There 
are narrow tread bicycles, and there are, 
alas, curved legs! Is there a distinct 
connection between these two facts?— 
Washington Post. 


A Queer Problem In Germany. . 


Officialdom in Germany has been 


compelled by a bicyclist to give deep 
thought to the question, "When two 
streets intersect, in which street is the 
point of intersection?'' At Breslan bi- 
cycles are forbidden on certain streets. 
A rider going along a street where they 
are allowed followed it across a probib1 
ited street arrd was arrested in the mid- 
dle of the road. He asserted that he was 
in one street, the policeman that he waa 
in the other, the lower oourt said that 
he was in neither and should not be 
fined and the upper court that he was 
in both, therefore on the forbidden 
street, and must pay 25 cents.—'Ex- 
change. 


Andre's Prison a Boadhotue. 


The old stone house in Tappan, N. 


Y., known as the Andre House, which 
has' not been opened to the student 
interested in our early Revolution- 
ary days for many years, was recently 
opened to the public for a roadhouse. 
The house, which was built in 1776, 
gains its historical reputation from the 
fact that in 1780 
Major Andre was im- 


prisoned there previous to his execution. 
The old building has stood the ravages 
of time remarkably well, and but few 
repairs were needed to restore it to ita 
original condition.—New York Post 


Explained Scientifically.

What is onr national song? Has the war 


icare shown us at last that "America" is 
inadequate and that all the criticism of it 
has been just? Since the war talk began 
to be earnest, the simple, peaceful 
"America" has been ieft unthonght of 
and waning. "The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner" is the popular patriotic music of the 
day. For the past month, since the ex- 
plosion of ths Maine, hardly a popular 
concert has been given in this city or 
throughout the country in which the 
latter "hm not bean a prominent number 
And in many instances the audiences 
cave stood and nnited in its rendering. 


"America" apparently doesn't suit our 


patriotic taste when -we rise to the heights 
of our tiptoes to look over at the move- 
ments of a possible enemy. "Bocks and 
rills, woods and sacred hills," give way to 
the "rocket's red glare, the bombs burst- 
tag in air." We require a song with red 
fire in it, and the literary and musical 
masterpiece of the civil war, "The Star 
Spangled Banner," seems for the present 
to be our national song. 


But when the war is over, when the 


yellow journal returns to its accustomed

, "unquestioned authority" in Key West is 
silent, then we shall turn to -'America" 
again. The United States is a country 
naturally loving peace.

A PLABf OP CUBAN HOME RULE. 


Scheme That Would Bring; Peace With 


Honor, Satisfy Both Cuba and Spain and 
Avert the Necessity of Armed Interven- 
tion by tbe United States. 


WASHDfGTOir, March 19.—[Special.]—It 


Is an open secret here that President Mc- 
Kinley has all along hoped to be able to 
find a way of settling the Cuban question 
without resort to war. He still has hopes 
in that direction, though officials who aro 
close to him say the indications are he is 
not as confident of a good result as he was 
some time ago. As nearly as I can learn 
the president has never been able to make 
up his mind by just what method Spain 
could be ousted from Cuba without war 
with this country. Various propositions 
have been discussrd, in eluding a guarantee 
of 5200,000,000 of Cuban bonds, but 
against every proposal objections are urged. 
To this clay it does not appear there is any 
plan of settlement which could be adopted 
that would satisfy both Spain and 'the in- 
surgents. It looks very much as if the

Advantages of tbe Flan. 


The advantages of this plan, as argued 


by those who presented it to the president 
for his consideration, are those; 


First.—It would enable Spain to get out 


of Cuba slowly and by easy stages, with- 
out that shock to her pride and harrowing 
of the feelings of the masses of her people 
which might make wrvr a necessity. So 
far as the masses of Spain are concerned, 
it would be enough for them to know that 
tbe Spanish flag still floated at Havana. 


Second.—It would avert a war and give 


prosperity to tlie island of Cuba. Instead 
of more war to ravage tbafc unfortunate 
island, peace would come at once, with 
repair of the devastation wrought by tha 
disorder of the last three years. Instant 
peace would be the means of saving many 
thousands of lives that must otherwise bo 
sacrificed. With the United States guar- 
anteeing tbe payment of Cuba's indemnity 
to Spain, of course the United States 
would for a time administer the customs 
of tbe island. 


Third.—This would insure tranquillity 


in Cuba. It \vould assure prosperity. The 
power of the United States would be the 
real power in that island. Spain would be 
only a figurehead, and her captain general, 
or whatever she choso to call him, would 
be without actual power. Cuba would be 
under tbe wing of the United States, and 
'Washington and not Madrid would really 
map out the policies of the colonial gov- 
ernment. 


Fourth.—Finally, the 15 or 20 years' 


period in which Spain was to hold nom- 
inal control while the United Stakes was 
maintaining a protectorate would give the 
Cubans jusfc the opportunity they need for 
preparing themselves for the responsibili- 
ties of independence. That the Cubans are 
now ready for complete self government 
no one believes. They are children. If the 
independence of the island were secured 
today, endless and hopeless dissensions 
would follow. The struggle for the mas- 
tery between the Cubans proper and the 
Spanish property holding classes would be 
so savage as always to afford a menace to 
peace. But with the strong hand of the 
United States guiding the.government and 
ever ready to step in to restrain and com- 
pel pnnro it is believed the population could 


, be gradually fitted for governing them- 


i selves. 
' 
Whether or not the negotiations for set- 


tlement of the Cuban problem will ever 
come to this I do not know. But it looks 


, like a rational-mode of settlement.' The 


objections to it are quite as likely to come 
from tbe insurgents as from Spain, but 
there should be no objections from the 
United States if the government is able to 
bring negotiations to that stage. It is by 
such methods as these that modern gov- 
ernments attempt to effect revolutions of 
a peaceful nature in states where disorder 
prevails. Instead of the'old, Gemibarbario 
and heroic method of beginning to shoot 
.and kill till one side or the other cries 
quits, tbe science of government as we find 
it today recognizes equities, negotiates for 
settlement, reorganizes gradually, protects 
the interests of all concerned as best possi- 
ble and changes a people from one nation 
or system to another without the dreadful 
shock of war. 


Improvement on Old Methods. 


It is quite like to the improvement 


which tbe world has effected in its means 
of settling disputes betweeri neighbors. In 
the old tiroes they went to war. They 
bad a vendetta. Tribe made war upon 
tribe, or family upon family. There was 
shooting and burning and woe and de- 
struction. Now men take their differences 
to court, where they are settled according 
to well recognized principles of equity, by 
officials neutral and skilled. Modern na- 
tions are in one sense the world's court for 
adjudication of just such cases as this 
itruggle between Spain and her rebellious 
subjects in Cuba. Tho case should be set- 
tled in court, without war, and President 
WcKinley has all along hoped it might be. 


Obviously it is the duty of the United 


States, if of any nation, to make the effort 
to reach a peaceful settlement. We have 
set up tbe claim that on this continent our 
will is law. Wo leave to the nations oi 
tbe old world full control of affairs there, 
•and we claim tbe same rights this side of 
the Atlantic. But if we claim this right 
we must meet the responsibilities which 
it entails upon us. Among these respon- 
sibilities is tbe adjustment of just such 
affairs as this Cuban rebellion. Spain has 
lost Cuba because she is not and never was 
fit to govern her. and she must get out, 
ponceably if possible, by tbe application of 
force, if necessary.

PHOTOGRAPHIC SURVEYING. 


One of the Important Uses to Which 


the Camera Has Been Put. 


Something like 50,000 square miles of 


the mountainous country of Western Can- 
ada has been surveyed with the camera. 
Nothing comparable tu this in the way of 
photographic surveying has been accom- 
plished on any such scale anywhere else 
in the world. 


The causes of failure on the part of many 


who have tried the method and discarded 
it in disgust are chiefly two. One of th^sc 
is a defective knowledge in descriptive 
geometry and perspective, which are es- 
sentials of the plotting photographic sur- 
veying. 
The other difficulty lies in the 


manipulation of the photographic appara- 
tus itself and the making of a proper neg- 
ative. This is by no means the easy thing 
it seems, since photographs that would be 
highly acceptable to the average photog- 
rapher, professional or amateur, might 
be quite useless for the purpose of the 
surveyor. For example, the surveyor's 
picture, in order to be of use, must be 
taken with the camera in precisely the 
horizontal position, tilting never a hair's 
breadth in one direction or another; the 
lens he uses must be an anastigmat, and 
absolutely rectilinear, that the image may 
not be in the least distorted; and the plate 
must be of a special kind, and adjusted in 
the camera with a degree of nicety of 
which the ordinary photographer has no 
conception. 


Mr. Dcville, who had in charge the 


Canadian work, points out in a practical 
way how many of the worst difficulties 
may be easily overcome. Thus the sim- 
ple device of having a net suspended be- 
tween the legs of the tripod, in which 
stones are placed to steady the camera, 
would save many a negative in windy 
weather that now is lost through the vi- 
bration of the instrument. And the care 
which is counseled in determining the ex- 
act period of proper exposure for a given 
plate, lens, and light, even if carried out 
uith far less scientific precision than is 
here suggested, would enable many an 
amateur who now wastes several plates 
for every good negative to reverse the 
proportions of failures and successes. 


One curious feature of the photographic 


surveying, which the amateur would not 
care to follow ordinarily, but a knowledge 
of which might prove of service on occa- 
sion, is that the aerial perspective, making 
the distance hazy, is practically eliminated 
by the use of orthochromatic plates, 
which arc little affected by the blue rays, 
combined with the use of an orange col- 
ored screen in front of the lens. The re- 
sult, of course, is a picture devoid of at- 
mosphere, and hence defective from the 
artistic standpoint, but probably more 
\aluable for the purposes of the surveyor, 
who very likely has taken the picture sole- 
ly to show the exact location, altitude, and 
contour of a distant mountain. 


The use of these methods of restricting 


the light necessitates very long exposure, 
and this in turn makes requisite the use of 
plates coated on the hack with a light- 
absorbing material (so-called nonhalation 
plates), cl.se the H"ht reflected from the 
back surface of the plate would fog the 
film. Mr. Deville is caieful to point out 
that this coating must be in optical con- 
tact with the surface of the glass; in other 
words, actually painted upon it, the mere 
placing of a black cloth or paper against 
the back of the plate being of no service 
whatever. 


When all these technical difficulties of 


photographic sun eying arc made clear it 
no longer seems so strange that the meth- 
od has been but slowly adopted by sur- 
veyors, even in those districts where its 
advantages would be most marked. The 
surveyors who tried it usually failed to 
get any available results, and they did not 
realize that the fault lay with themselves 
and not with the method.—St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

THE LATE WAR. 


A Few Facts About the Conflict Be- 


tween Spain and Park Row. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE.] 


NEW YORK, March 17, 1898. 


HE war between Spain and 
Park Row has been the 
most 
terrific conflict of 


which history has given 
us any account 
It took 


, Spain 
some 
time 
to 


awake to the dreadful re- 


alization that she was being assailed by 
a deadly foe, but at last she found out 
that it was too true. It was then that she 
bought two ships on time and made 
other preparations to sell her life as dear- 
ly as possible—at the expense of some- 
body else. In the meantime the Penny 
Dreadfuls, under the saffron-hued flag, 
had opened fire on the enemy, and the 
Spanish Government was trembling un- 
der the shock. 
Newspaper Row could 


not brook the slow deliberation of Con- 
gress and the balance of the Washington 
Government. As a matter of fact, two or 
three newspapers on Park Row took the 
matter right out of the hands of the Uni- 
ted States Government and carried on 
the war on their own hook and respon- 
sibility. Every reporter and reporteress 
employed on these two or three newspa- 
pers was at once promoted to the rank 
of 
major-general 
and 
sent 
forth 
to 


slaughter the enemy. 
Each officer was 


his own war correspondent, and there- 
fore the public was favored with all the 
facts, fresh and gory. The Government 
at Washington must have felt very much 
chagrined at the way these few valorous 
journalists completely shut it out from 
all participation in the war. 
It was not 


permitted to be in it even for a minute. 
If President McKinley, Secretary Day or 
Secretary Long were mentioned in con- 
nection with the conflict at all, it was to 
show how utterly incompetent and in- 
efficient they were, and how the country 
would go to the demnition bow-wows in 
a hand basket were it not that certain 
fighting and ferocious journalists were 
ready and able to get right under the 
wliole war and carry it along to a suc- 
cessful issue. 
The Government, there- 


fore, was a mere fly on the wheel. 


The great beauty of a war personally 


conducted by two or three editors is that 
you get pictorial news of everything as 
fast as it transpires, and quite often a 
scene is anticipated and you have the 
whole thing before you, weeks in advance 
of its occurrence. It was a most impressive 
spectacle to see the divers regularly 
employed on the respective staffs of these 
fighting newspapers groping among the 
wreckage of the Maine, carefully gather- 
ing evidence against Spain, long before 


any divers had actually reached the spot. 
These deliberate and conservative news- 
papers took the precaution 
to 
fortify 


themselves with this evidence, procured 
by these special divers on the spot, be- 
fore formally declaring war. 
With all 


this evidence in their possession it did not 
take the journalists many 
minutes to 


bring Spain up standing. 


History tells us that it was an awful 


sight to see the old Roman soldier Con- 
stantinius going to war. Loaded with all 
the arms and implements he could carry, 
he would grip with his feet the body of 
his snorting war horse, bend low until 
his whiskers almost touched the horse's 
mane, and then rolling his eyes in a way 
that spread terror among all beholdds, 
he would dash into the ranks of the ene- 
my and literally litter the field with his 
dead. But Constantirius, terrible as he 
was, is not half so terrible as a yellow re- 
porter going to war. There is a sight to 
chill the blood. Veterans of our late civil 
war, veterans of the Mexican war, veter- 
ans of any old war, turned pale at the 
sight of those fierce sons of Mars wading 
to their necks in blood, and glad of it. 
History also has a good deal to tell us of 
old Attila, the king of the Huns, and the 
panic-inspiring aspect he used to present 
when he went to battle. But Attila, car- 
rying a two-edged knife in his teeth, 
was as mild as a Sunday school teacher 
compared with a Park Row warrior hurl- 
ing himself against the breast of Spain. 
The Spanish Government, at one time 
and another, has seen a good deal of 
trouble and hardship. 
It has suffered 


many losses and defeats since its armada 
went down. 
Traitors have attacked it 


within and foes have assailed it from 
without. Time and again has the corrupt 
old throne trembled clear to its base and 
back again. 
But never in the centuries 


of her miserable existence has Spain 
been so set upon, so harassed, so har- 
rowed; so beaten, so kicked and cuffed; 
so whipped naked before all the world, 
as has lately been her fate at the hands of 
the infuriated Park Row warrior-journal- 
ists. 


It is yet too early to tell the bloody 


story in detail; but when it comes to be 
written, history will have no more red 
and reeking page.

deep rooted popular interest in every- 
thing that attaches to the personality of 
their king, however much some of them 
may assume indifference to such things. 


The imperial stables of Germany are 


not in Berlin, as many people—even Ger- 
mans themselves—suppose. They are at 
Potsdam, and are said to be the most 
finely appointed and to contain the most 
superb and costly horses in the world. 
An officer of high rank, of noble lineage, 
of unquestionable social 
standing, 
and 


last, but by no means least, of thorough 
knowledge and experience in the breed- 
ing, rearing and training of horses, is al- 
ways detailed from the army to look after 
the stables of the emperor, and the ap- 
pointment is considered one of great 
honor and dignity, and is much sought 
after. 
This officer is called the "ober- 


stallmeister"—the master or superinten- 
dent of the stables we should say here in 
America—and he has numerous 
subor- 


dinates and assistants. Some of the prin- 
cipal ones are called the "leibstallmeis- 
ter," or master of the saddle-horse sta- 
bles, ?.nd the "sattelmeister," or instruct- 
or in horsemanship. 


At present the "oberstallmeister" is the 


Count of Wedel, an appointee of 
the 


young Kaiser and a great favorite with 
the imperial family. He has a record for 
bravery in several campaigns when he 
was regularly 
attached to the cavalry 


service, and is the possessor of many 
medals and other insignia presented to 
him in recognition of his services to the 
empire. He is very tall—six feet and one 
inch, it is said—and his finely chiseled 
features, his blond hair and moustache 
and his almost perfect figure make him 
conspicuous wherever he appears in pub- 
lic, either mounted or afoot.

draws a large 
salary, and, although 


clothed with a large measure of official 
responsibility, he has comparatively little 
to do. He always accompanies the Kai- 
ser at all the autumn manoeuvres, and 
once or twice a year makes an extended 
trip throughout the empire, and often in- 
to foreign countries, in search of the 


high blooded stock with which to replen- 
ish the Kaiser's stables, and not infre- 
quently he purchases many thousands of 
horses for the Government, to be used 
in the cavalry service. His judgment in 
these matters is relied upon implicitly. 


Other officers in the imperial "horse- 


hold" just now are Major Z. D. Plinzner. 
"leibstallmeister;" Herr von Stuckradt, 
under-stallmaster; Sattelmeister Dietrich, 
and Leibstallmeister Haelmigk. 


Of course, the emperor has a favorite 


horse, and at the pesent time the animal 
basking in the kingly favor is_"Extase," 
or "Ecstasy," as English-speaking people 
would say—a coal-black creature, lack- 
ing some of the lines of beauty, but high- 
ly intelligent, superbly trained, and of a 
most affectionate disposition. 
The ani- 


mal can recognize the Kaiser's voice 
nearly half a mile away, leaves the stall 
at his personal call or whistle, and eats 
from his hand. This horse is particularly 
fond of pretzels, and the Kaiser often re- 
wards him with one from his hand. 


The empress is a perfect horsewoman, 


and often accompanies her royal husband 
on his tours of inspection at the fall man- 
oeuvres. Both she and the young mon- 
arch have a good eye for color, and are 
fond of matching the shade of their

EX-NAPOLEON OF FINANCE. 


A French Count as a Cabman. 


The Vienna correspondent of the "Ma- 


tin" telegraphs a romantic story of fallen 
nobility. A cabdriver, who was known by 
the name of Martin, has just died, and 
facts which have come to light since his 
decease show that he was the last descend- 
ant of a French nobleman who emigrated 
at the time of the Revolution, and that he 
bore the title of Count Maurice de Saint 
Martin. Since their e_xpatriation the fam- 
ily suffered great vicissitudes, and were 
ultimately reduced to penury. The imme- 
diate antecedent of the cabdriver was an 
officer in the Austrian army, who left 
fourteen children, of whom Count Maur- 
ice was the last known survivor. 


Ferdinand Ward, ex-Napoleon of fi- 


nance, is now, at forty-six, a clerk in the 
office of the Surrogate of Livingston 
County, New York. Quiet, modest, com- 
monplace, the once proud speculator is 
the most unobtrusive citizen of Geneseo. 
The once vain, supercilious high-roller is 
now a simple, serious man, doing his best 
to hold the regained respect of the village 
community in which the days of his boy- 
hood were passed. 


Time and trouble have softened Ferdi- 


nand Ward. In his skyrocket days he was 
never much of a talker, and he is now 
reticence itself, though by no means un- 
social or impolite. He is greatly interested 
in sports, and is enthusiastically fond of 
baseball and football. 
Of one thing he 


will not talk, and that is his connection 
with General Grant. The merest hint of 
the subject and his face becomes as cold 
and grim as a sphinx's. 


Ward is at his office in the Geneseo 


court house promptly at 8 o'clock every 
morning. He is as regular as clockwork. 
He is at his desk constantly until noon, 
when he goes home for lunch. Punctually 
at I o'clock he is at his desk again, where 
he works until 5. His work is done with 


great care. He pays the minutest atten- 
tion to details. He is glad to do extra 
clerical work, assisting at night in the in- 
dexing of the county records, writing up 
the books of a tradesman, or scrutinizing 
the books of the local banks, for he is an 
expert accountant. He is known as the 
hardest worker in the village, and his per- 
sonal life is entirely correct. Geneseo 
folk generally do not believe that Ward 
was intentionally dishonest. 
They look 


upon him as intellectually incapable of de- 
liberately planning the elaborate schemes 
in which he became involved. Once the 
firm of Grant & Ward was started, its 
momentum carried it beyond his control, 
and after that his life was a succession of 
struggles to keep from being swept off his 
feet. His friends and neighbors are chari- 
table enough to give him the benefit of 
the doubt. 


Ward is a short, spare man, with a long, 


solemn, clean-shaven face, bearing a faint 
resemblance to Anthony Hope. There are 
few wrinkles in the smooth, pale face, and 
his hair is just turning gray. His man- 
ners are quiet, though courtly, and his 
bearing is that of a man whose thoughts 
have ever a serious trend.—Mail and F.x- 
press. 


JERSEY AND NEW YORK. 


Nearly Half the Population of New Jer- 


sey Lives Within Eighteen 


Miles of New York. 


New Jersey may be called a suburban 


State, for its population has been dis- 
tributed largely under the influence of 
two great and crowded centres just be- 
yond its limits. 
Of these New York is 


much the more important. Nearly half 
the population of New Jersey resides 
within eighteen miles of New York, and 
a large proportion is directly surburban. 
One hundred thousand more live within 
twelve miles of Philadelphia. 


Six of the ten largest cities in the 


State—Newark, Jersey City. Hoboken, 
Elizabeth, Bayonne and Orange—are 
largely tributary to New York, as Cam- 
den is to Philadelphia. 
Of the other 


three, Paterson is on the finest water 
power in the State, Trenton is at the head 
of navigation on the Delaware, and has 
obtained some water power from the riv- 
er, and New Brunswick is at the head of 
navigation on the Raritan, the largest 
river in the State. 


In its regions of sparse settlement New 


Jersey resembles the 
Southern States 


more than New York or New England. 
While one town in the mountains just 
above the Delaware Water Gap has only 
fourteen persons to a square mile, the 
most thinly settled region is in ''The 
Pines." 
There twelve large towns acl- 


joining one another have fewer than fif- 
teen persons to a square mile, and one 
of them has but three. This town. Wood- 
land, includes large tracts of cedar swamp 
around the head waters of the Rancocas 
Creek and the west branch of Wading 
River.—Economic Studies. 


Military Skaters. 


The Norwegian corps of skaters, a 


force peculiar to the army of that coun- 
try, is a body of soldiers armed with rifles, 
who can be mancctivrcd upon ice or over 
the snow fields of the mountains with a 
rapidity equal to that of the best-trained 
cavalry. 
The skates used are admirably 


adapted for traveling over rough and 
broken ice or frozen snow, being 6 inches 
broad and between 9 inches and 10 inches 
long. In ascending steep slopes the men 
take a zig-zag course, tacking up the 
mountain side as a ship does against a 
headwind. As an instance of the speed at 
which they can go, it is mentioned that a 
messenger dispatched from Roeraps at 3 
o'clock in the morning arrived at Dron- 
thcim at 9:30 in the evening of the same

Chicago people are fond of telling 


'how easily New Yorkers are imposed 
jtipou, ana it must be admitted that 
[there is something in the impeachment. 
{For instance, we have been fondly im- 
agining for some time that we have a 
(cheap cab system in this city. With its 
^advent it was hoped that all the prin- 
'eiples of the ancient regime would be 
done away with. Such is not the case, 
jhowever. The tabulated prices may be 
[less, but the "same old spirit of trying 
jto get the better of the poor defenseless 
.patron is still doing busines at the old 
etand. The reform is but skin deep, and 
as the real bone of contention in most 
cases has always been, not that the oab- 
jmen charged so ranch, bnt that they ex- 
Jceeded regular rates and that there was 
no depending upon them for any sort of 
fixity as to fare, the grievance is prac- 
tically unchanged. A patron who has 
had occasion to employ many of the so 
'called cheap cabs and always from the 
,same place of starting to the same des- 
tination has 
been at various times 


charged all the way from 40 cents, the 
scheduled rate, to $1. In vain has she 
•pleaded and protested. With but a sec- 
!ond or so to make a train there is no 
time to argue the thing as it deserves, 
and she has therefore usually given in 
sooner than miss her train. 


Just In Time. 


I It is characteristic of the company 
that, no matter at what honr the cab 
may be telephoned for, the driver is 
careful to arrive, so that there will be 
just time to reach the train and noth- 
ing else—particularly nothing else so 
time consuming and mind distracting as 
a parley over the fare. At times the pa- 
tron wondered at the kindly insistence 
of the driver that the smallest handbag 
that she might happen to carry should 
accompany ;the driver upon the box un- 
til one day she discovered that each 
time it was so carried it added material- 
ly tr> the fare.

The bureau of licenses recently hurled 


a broadside of complaint against the 
dilatory methods of the municipal as- 
sembly and announced that the city was 
losing $40,000 a montb because tho 
legislative branch of tho city govern- 
ment did not attend to business prompt- 
ly. Nearly all license fees must be fixed 
by ordinance before the license bureau 
can act. The ordinance fixing the feei 
was passed by the board of aldermen 
some time ago, bnt must be passed also 
"by the council and signed by the mayor 
before it goes into effect.

the receipts would have excceied $40,-

OUR BOSfON LETTER. 


Harbor of the Hub Is Fairly 


Prepared For War. 


Great Progress Has Been Made on De- 


fenses—Army Officer Declares City Is 


Kesonubly Safe From Attack—Big Guns 
and Where They Are Mounted—Valua" 
tlon of the City—Blch Have Grown 
Elcher and Poor Poorer—Short Ice Crop 
la Spite of the Severe Winter—Fund 
For Fire Victims' Families—Personal 
and Dramatic. 


Secretary Long's alleged statement: 


"We are prepared for war," finds a more 
general echo in Boston this -week than 
ever before since the Spanish situation 
assumed a critical phase. Four weeks 
ago, as I said m this letter, we were at 
the mercy of any foreign power, last 
week we were getting' on our feet, now 
we may fairly be said to be standing- 
erect anfl bold, with our faces toward 
the ocean, ready with shot and shell to 
make it pleasant for any kind of a call- 
er. By "now" I mean the time that any 
foreign power could possibly reach our 
shores or before the present week shall 
have passed. 
* • * 


The present artillery defenses of Bos- 


ton harbor may be summed up in a few 
words. They are- Three 10-inch rifles at 
Fort Warren, three 10-inch jfifles at 
Long Island, 16 12-inch mortars at Wm- 
throp Highlands. Besides these one may 
fairly add two more 10-inch rifles at Long 
Island, for they will be ready in a short 
time. During the course of the week am- 
munition will be received at the mortar 
battery and then all will be In readiness 
to give an enemy a very warm recep- 
tion. Of course, we might be better pro- 
tected, but compared with our situation 
four weeks ago we are now well pro- 
vided for, the more particularly as the 
channels In our harbor are narrow and 
the guns have been mounted with a sole 
purpose of commanding them. 
* * * 


On our present situation Lieutenant 


Ketchum, who is in command of the 
mortars at Winthrop, and one of the 
best Informed as well as most modest 
of our army officers here, says- "I don't 
see how a small fleet could get near 
enough to do any damage to the city. In 
this direction \ve are four miles from 
Boston, and our mortars would prove 
effective for five or six miles out at sea. 
The immense guns at Long island com- 
mand Broad sound and would reach a 
•hip off Nanant. Fort Warren is about 
levep miles from Boston and its guns 
would -carry the range of effective fire 
8§ miles from the city in that direction 
w^th torpedoes in the channel it would 
be impossible for a cruiser to run past 
the forts. In order to remove the tor- 
pedoes the silencing of the forta must 
first be accomplished and that could 
not be done v. ith anything short of a 
fleet of 20 or 25 big vessels. In case of at- 
tack by such a powerful armament it 
might oe possible for one or two ships 
to run the gauntlet and get into the har- 
bor. 


* * * 


Referring to the often made assertion 


that a battleship could shell Boston 
without coming into the range of our 
land gnns, the lieutenant said it was 
not based on fact, for he alleged that 
"the heaviest guns on shipboard are not 
mounted on carriages that would permit 
of an elevation sufficient to throw a shot 
into Boston at a distance of much more 
than seven or eight miles without a re- 
coil that Would capsize the ship. If a 
•hip came within this distance of the 
city she would fall within the range of 
our shells, and while mortar fire is not 
as accurate as that from cannon, it is 
much more liable to produce disaster. I 
think a commander of a vessel would 
be loathe to risk his ship within the 
range of our fire, knowing that he could 
make no reply of consequence and that 
ho would be sent to the bottom should 
one of our shells explode nearby." 
* * * 


It Is hard to tell how rich a city like 


Boston is, but we can easily tell what its 
valuation is for "Taxable purposes as 
found by the assessors. Mayor Quincy 
has just receijved the assessors' report 
for the present year, showing a total 
valuation of $1,012,750,000, with the sum 
of $170,828,079 in property exempted from 
valuation for various reasons. The 
property returned as taxable is divided 
as follows: Marsh land and flats, $468,- 
406,850; dwellings, houses, stores, etc., 
(335,453,700; personal (exclusive of bank 
stock), $196,745,000; bank shares, $11,- 
•76,659. This valuation can be further in- 
creased $1,365,600 for bank stock assessed 
At the several rates of the places where 
the banks are located, as the taxes are 
paid to Boston. The number of dwelling- 
houses assessed was 60,947, of which 2127 
were vacant, 78 hoteln, 548 family hotels 
441 houses erecting, 3323 stores, 6466 mis- 
cellaneous buildings. Quite a healthy 
town, isn't It?

its residents. With the city's increase in 
population during the past half -century, 
there has been a corresponding increase 
in wealth and in the number of Boston's 
millionaire citizens. Fifty years ago 
there were, in the city of Boston, but 25 
people who possessed property to the 
value of $1,000,000 and upward; and $2,- 
000,000 or $3,000,000 -was then looked upon 
as a fabulous fortune. Among the old- 
lime millionaires there were many whose 
family names are familiar in Boston to- 
day as leaders in the community famed 
for their enterprise, charity and refine- 
ment, -whose history has been closely 
identified with the city to whose pros- 
perity they have so largely contributed 
The 22 persons are now represented in 
financial standing by hundreds-and for- 
tunes of $2,000,000 or $3,000,000 are no 
longer things to be wondered at.

On the other hand, where there was 


one destitute person half a century ago, 
one pauper and one begger, there are 
now many times that number and they 
| are increasing with a rapidity that is 
| startling In fact, statistics show that 


poverty has increased in a greater pro- 
portion than wealth, so that the adding 
of millions to the rich has not been en- 
tirely a blessing to the community. The 
rich have grown richer and the poor 
poorer, tt, quote a much used and often 
abused political catch phrase, and there. 
is little doubt but this will continue so 
long as the city grows m ^population. 
When a town or city grqws large enough 
to have a poor quarter or slum section, 
destitution IB there and will increase 
with the gtowth of, more desirable sec- 
tions of the city. There are alw ays peo- 
ple too lazy to work and too honest to 
steal, and they generally beg their liv- 
ing. 
* * * 


Everybody, almost, has felt called upon 
to remark that we have had an old-fash- 
ioned winter, and more than once itjias 
been said: "There will be plenty of ice 
this season." This would seem to be the 
natural conclusion, but, strange to say, 
the ice men talk differently, and the sug- 
gestion is made that that necessity will 
be advanced in price "when summer 
comeb again." Ice cutting has ceased 
at all points near this city, and there is 
a small stock on hand. Even the two 
largest ice companies in the city, which 
have ice fields in Massachusetts, Maine 
and New Hampshire, have been unable 
to put in a full supply; and there are 
companies, it is said, that have secured 
practically no ice. The Drivers' Union 
Ice company, which has a storage capa- 
city of about 160,000 tons, has taken in 
only about two-thirds of its usual 
amount, while the crop of the Boston 
Ice company may be called fair: still it 
is far from as large as it was last year. 
* * * 


The trouble, as alleged, is the fact that 


we have had too much snow. A mod- 
erate snowstorm is often beneficial to 
the companies, because when seven or 
eight inches of snow ifc wet d.own it 
freezes and protects the clear ice against 
the sun; but the big snowstorm of this 
winter embedded the ice under a coat 
that, because of its immense thickness, 
could not be utilized and had to be re- 
moved. It cost the companies nearly as 
much to clear the ice after that storm 
as it did to cut the ice after the snow had 
been removed. Then, again, it is de- 
clared that the weather has been irreg- 
ular and the formation of ice likewise. 
No matter what the cause, the crop is 
short, and it would not be strange if "the 
Boston housewife's piece of ice looked 
smaller and was more costly. This is 
too bad, for one must have ice to live in 
comfort, anrl a scarcity of the product 
is a hardship for the poor that cannot 


be lelieved.

To the Cake Eaters: 
| 


AJy Dear Friends—Of course, I must 


call y#u friends, for probably no cl^sa 
of people help to swell the doctor's pop- 
ketbook so much as cake eaters, because- 
cake is One of the articles of food which 
is made in every quality, from worst to 
best. Now, I am going to turn philan- 
thropist for awhile and tell you how to 
make some kinds of cake which ai s 
not harmful. 


In making cake, remember to have 


every ingredient at hand before begin- 
ning the mixing. Be careful in rubbing 
Gutter and fugar together to make a 
i.mooth, creamy mixture, and in beating 
the eggs make a high stroke with the 
fork, so as to include a quantity of air, 
this is one of the great principles of 
cake making. 


One of the most generally liked cakes 


has chocolate introduced into it in some 
form, and here is my own recipe. 


COMFORT'S CHOCOLATE CAKE. 
One cup of sugar, one-half cup of but- 


ter, one-half cup of milk, one teaspoon- 
f ul of soda, two teaspoonf uls of cream of 
tartar, two cups of flour, two eggs, leav- 
ing one yolk for the cream, season with 
extractofvanilla. Cream—Threesouares 
of chocolate, one-half cup of milk, yolk 
of one egg, one tablespoonful of sugar. 
Mix the egg, sugar, milk and chocolate. 
Put on the stove and stir until it thick- 
ens. When cool, stir into the cake just 
before putting in the flour. 


RIBBON CAKE. 
. ' ' 


Two cups of eugar, three eggs, two- 


thirds cup of butter, one cup of sweet 
milk, three cups of flour, one teaspoonful 
of soda, dissolved in the milk, a littla 
salt and extract of lemon or almond. 
Put half of the mixture into two long 
tins and to the remainder add one table- 
epoonful of molatjses, one large cup o! 
raisins, stoned and chopped, one-fourth 
of a pound of citron, sliced, one tea- 
spoonful of cinnamon and one-half tea- 
spoonful each of cloves and allspice, a 
little nutmeg and one tableepoonful oi 
flour. Bake m two tins, saime as for the 
light part. Put the sheets together, al- 
ternately, while warm, with Jelly or jam 
spread between. It may be "baked im 
one laigpe tin without fruit, putting in 
the dark and light alternately, makmj 
a marble cake. 


CRUMPETS. 
(Mrs. Owens.) 


One quart warm milk, one-half cake 


yeast, a little salt, flour to make a stiff 
batter, two tablespoonfuls Cottolene. 


Make a batter of the milk, yeast, salt 


and flour. Let rise, add the shortening 
and bake in muffin rings. 


CHOCOLATE PUFFS. 


One pound of sugar, sifted, one pound 


of chocolate chopped ve,ry fine; mix to- 
gether and stir into it the beaten white 
of an egg; continue stirring until it is a 
stiff paste. Drop the mixture on sugareU 
paper in spoonfuls and bake in a slow 
oven. 


HERMITS. 


Two cups of sugar, two-thirds of a cup 


of butter, four eggs, one teaspoonful of 
eoda, mixed with two tablespoonfuls of 
milk or cream, one cup of chopped rai- 
sins, one-half teaspoonful of cloves, one 
teaspoonful of cinnamon and a little nut- 
meg. 
Drop on buttered tins and bake 


in a quick oven. 


GOLD CAKE. 


One and one-half cups of sugar, one- 


half cup of butter, one cup sweet milk, 
one teaspoonful of cream of tartai, one- 
half teaspoonful of soda, nutmeg, three 
cups of flour, tho yolks of six eggs. 


SILVER CAKE. 


One and one-half cups of sugar, one- 


half cup of butter, one cup of sweet 
milk, one-half teaspoonful oi soda one 
teaspoonful of cream of tartar, the 
whites of six eggs, beaten to a froth, and 
three cups of Hour. 


STRAWBERRY CHARLOTTE. 


Line a quart bowl with strawbernes. 


Take one-third of a box of gelatine aad 
soak for half an hour in one-third of a 
cup of cold water; then add one-third 
of a cup of boiling water and one cup 
of sugar, scald, then cool to lukewarm 
and flavor with vanilla. Beat the whites 
of two eggs and add to the gelatine and 
beat together. 
Turn into the bowl of 


berries and cool on ice. 
Turn into a 


glass dish and serve with whipped cream 


DRIED APPLE CAKE. 


One cup of dried apples, soaked ovei- 


night, then steamed until soft, put them 
into a cup of molasses and simmer 
slowly till well cooked; when cool, add 
one egg, one-half cup of sugar, one-half 
cup of butter, one-half cup of milk, two 
and a half-cups of flour, one teaspoon- 
ful of soda, two of cream of tartar and 
spice to taste. 


LADY FINGERS, 


Four ounces of sugar, the yolks of four 


eggs, mix well, and add three ounces 
of flour and a little salt. Beat the whites 
of the eggs to a stiff froth and stir into 
the mixture a little at a time. Squirt 
through a confectioners syringe, or a 
piece of paper rolled up, upon a but- 
tered pan. Dust with sugar and bake 
in a moderate oven. 


PINEAPPLE CREAM CAKE. 


Cut sponge cake into thin slices and 


spread some pineapple on each slice; 
build up the calce in this way anfl 
moisten it with a little syrup of the pine- 
apple. 
Cover with whipped create, 


sweetened and flavored. 


ICED APPLE WITH CREAM. 


Pare and core six large apples «J»d 


cook in a syrup made of one cup of euifftT 
and two of water. When they, are tendex 
lift them out and cover with a thin l&Ver 
of meringue. 
Sift a little sugar over 


this and let it brown slightly. 
Re- 


duce by boiling the syrup until there la 
a gill and a half left. 
When this l*co« 


it will be a firm jelly. Cut into squ4r«i 
and place on and about the apple*. E11 
cold with sugar and cream. 


FEATHER CAKE. 


Cream three scant tablespoonfuls of 


butter, add slowly one cup of sugar, then 
the beaten yolks of two eggs, half a cup 
of milk and one and one-half cups of 
flour, to which has been added a half 
teaspoonful of baking powder. Lastly 
e.dd the whites of the eggs, beaten stiff, 
and half a teaspoonful of flavoring. Beat 
well, and bake thirty minutes. 


GINGER BREAD. 


Put one cup of molasses in a bowl and 


eift into it one teaspoonful of soda, one 
teaspoonful of salt and one teaspoon- 
ful of ginger. Melt and add two table- 
spoonfuls of lard; then stir in half a cup 
of cold water, with two cups of flour. 
Beat well and bake in a shallow pan 
about twenty minutes. 


CORN STARCH CAKD. 


Three eggs, whites only, one-half cup 


of corn starch, one-half cup of butter, 
one-half cup of milk, one cup of sugar, 
one cup of flour, one-half teaspoonful of 
cream tartar, one-fourth teaspoonful 
of snda and flavoring. Frosting: Use 
the yolks of the eggs, beaten stiff with 
sugar. Spread on the cake while it is 
hot 


FRIED EGG PLAN*. 


Slice the egg plant about half an Ingfe 


thick, peeling the slices. 
Lay them^h 


salt and water tor an hour, placing a 
plate on them to keep them down. 
Wipe each slice dry and flip It into a 
batter made of a beaten egg, a cup of 
milk, a cup of flour and pepper and salt 
Fry in boiling fat and serve on a hat 
dish, first draining off all greaae. 


SHEFARD PIE. 


Season wsll gome cold mashed pate* 


toes; chop and season well some ool4 
meat. Put in a well greased earthen 
dish a layer of the potatoes, then a 
layer of the meat until the dish is filled, 
and with a layer of the potatoes on fop. 
Place bits of butter on the top and bakt 
till a delicate brown. 


FRENCH CURRANT CAKE. 


One cup of sugar, one-half cup of but- 


ter, two cups of flour, one cup of cup 
rants, three eggs, two tablespoonfula <^ 
milk, one-half tea'spoonful of cream tar- 
tar, one-fourth teaspoonful of soda, and 
a little nutmeg. 


CAKE WITHOUT EGGS. 


Two cups of sugar, one-half cup of 


sour cream, one-third cup of butter, «n« 
teaspoonful of soda, a little nutmeg and 
flour enough to mix quite stiff. 


It is a rare thing to have cake recom- 


mended by anyone who makes a study of 
health, but you need not worry your- 
selves into nervous prostration about in- 
digestion if you follow my rules.

Pnt the mixture into a suitable 
eaucepan and stir the contents to a paste, 
adding gradually about three-quarters 
of a pint of cream. Meantime beat 4 
eggs, one after the other, with nearly 4 
ounces of batter (previously beaten to a 
cream). Add this to the mixture in the 
saucepan, sweeten and flavor to taste. 
Put it into a buttered mold and boil in 
water for 1% hours in a double boiler. 


Floating Bogi. 


"Floating bogs" are found in th« 


Lako of the Woods and other -waters of 
Minnesota. 
The bogs nourish a large 


number of plants, shrubs and even unrnU 
trees, as well as little animals. They 
drift about with the winds, and seme- 
times get caught in sheltered wwi, 
where they remain and become ixti to 
the bottom.

For Men Who Are Willing to Work? 


Lack of Support. 


The managers of the Salvation Army 


lodging house are complaining that in 
addition to the failure of the public to 
help a worthy institution designed to 
help the unfortunate, there is now a ten- 
dency to criticise its work and influence. 


The house is now in charge ofthe social 


department of the Salvation Army and 
recently it was thought wise to buy the 
wood business of a member of the army 
and place that member in charge ofthe 
lodging house. This is a last effort to see 
if the house can be maintained to do its 
missionary work. A few people help the 
house, but the majority of those who 
were so much in favor of it at first have 
lost interest and the public does not seem 
to be disposed tp aid it in its work by 
buying its wood product. 


The Cionse is at present handicapped 


with a heavy bill for wood that it bought 
from the charities organization when the 
Salvation Army took charge. The wood 
that was then accumulated was no 
turned over to the Army to help the 
project along, but Was sold at a" very high 
price. The price set by the men who 
valued the wood for the Army was not 
accepted because it was low and the price 
set by the man who valued it for the) 
committee was insisted upon. The officer 
placed in charge of the house by the Army 
has found that the wood was not worth 
more than the lowest estimate placed on 
it and the bouse is now about $94 in defy 
for that wood and the debt about repre- 
sents the loss. 


The officer in cbarge of the house has 


not been able to draw more than an aver- 
age of $2 a week to live on since he took 
cbarge. An effort will be made this spring 
and summer to increase public interest in 
the lodging house and to make it a suc- 
cess. *
